ACTION PRO MISED 

An option to purchase a Huron 
St. property for $1,400, supported 

by a S100 deposit, for use as a 
site for garbage disposal, was 
turned down by the town coun- 
cil on Thursday evening. 

Dr. J. IT. Wesley, M. O. H., 
expressed surprise at the coun- 
cil's action, but scid that what- 
ever the council wished to do 
would be satisfactory to him. He 
attributed the council's attitude 
"to the eloquence of the deputy- 
reeve," 

Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd said that 
it had been good business on the 
part of the board of health to 
take an option on the property 
before the purpose for which it 
was wanted became known and 
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a ''fictitious value" was placed 
upon it. 

The meeting concluded with a 
declaration from Councillor D. 
O. Mungovan that the garbage 
problem was not settled and that 
the properly committee was 
going to "do something" about 
it. "An incinerator is the only 
way/', he said. 

Councillor A. D. Evans laughed 
fit Mr. Mungovan's declaration 
that the committee would "do 
something." and Mr. Mungovan 
blamed the "lethargy" of Mr. 
Evans and older members of the 
council .for failure to do some- 
thing in the past. 

"You are going to have objec- 
tions wherever you put it," 
Mhyor-Boyd said early in the 
discussion. 

"What I want discussed is 
whether we can build an incin- 
erator that will not give off any 
5men r " said Dr. Wesley. "You 
can't prevent smoke any niorc 
than you can prevent C.N.R. 
locomotives going through town/' 

_HVc have to follow the request 
of the federal government and 
the example of the provincial 
government, which plans to cut 
expenditures by 15 per cent, and 
avoid capital expenditures if we 
can," said Dr. Boyd. "We have 
used the present dump for 12 
years. I would advise carrying 
on at the present dump, disposing 
of tin* garbage as carefully as we 
can, for the duration of the war. 
;. ?-The dump has done no harm 
to anyone. No one lias died as 
a result of having it there," - 

■ "Tliere have been no fires from 
spontaneous combustion at the 
dump since the present super- 
vision started six months ago," 
said Reeve F. A. Lundy. "I favor 
going on as at present until we 
have time to see what other 
municipalities are doing and get 
a place that will please every- 1 
body— though 1 don't think that 
that's possible" ; : ' 

Councillor Wm. Dixon said 

that he had left plans with Coun- 
cillor A. V.IIigginson, his suc- 
cessor as chairman of the prop* 
erty committee, for ail inciner- 
ator which would cost $2,700. 

"You could build one that 
would be satisfactory with a GO- 
foot stack, for $1,50,0," said Dr. 
Wesley; 

"We didn't buy the Huron St. 
property ," said Dr. Boyd later in 
the discussion. "We took a busi- 
ness-like procedure. 1 ' . 

"It was not business-like," said 

Mr. Mungovan. 

/'The property is not worth 
$1,400," said Councillor Frank 
Bowser. "It will stay there for 
100 years before they get $1,000 

for it." ■'•^v^-;--r^: : "-^-i:;- 
"If there is any blame I will 
lake it," said Dr. Wesley, >^ 4 I 
still feel that it is the ideal place 
for a dump for the next 100 
years. The hoard of health voted 
unanimously to lake the option 
to buy it for $1,400. I put up 
my own cheque for $100, think- 
ing that you would jump at it. 
'The reason that that five-acre 
lot is assessed for $150 is that all 
farm property in town was re- 
duced in assessment some years 
ago. - ' : s >".£. 

•"If you decide to keep the 
present dump, I'll abide by your 
judgment.? 

Councillor A. V. Higginson said 
that there would be trouble with 
too much water at the proposed 
Connaught Gardens site for a 
dump. 

■ "Last summer the board was 
accused of doing nothing" said 
Mayor Hoyih- ''The board has 
heen gathering a great deal of 
information and has worked 
incessantly. We should give the 
M. O. H. credit." 

"On the - motion of Deputy- 
Reeve Joseph Vale and Coun- 
cillor Win. Dixon, the council 
voted not to exercise the option

board of health should take at 
least one member of the com- 
mittee into its confidence before 
spending money like this?" ask- 
ed Mr. Mungovan. "It is only 
$100 this time. We don't know 
what it will be next time". 

"The object of taking an option 
is to keep it quiet, so that no 
fictitious price will be asked," 
said Dr. Boyd. . 

"I contend that if the ashes 
were kept separate an inciner- 
ator could be built for $500 
which would take care of all our 
garbage," said Councillor Frank 
Bowser. 

Councillor A. D. Evans said 
that a garbage by-law prepared 
a year or two ago required that 
ashes and wet garbage should be 
kept separate, but that it had 
never been passed. 

K. L. Mathews, K. C., clerk and 
solicitor, said that the by-law 
had been passed but that the 
teeth had been taken. out of it. 
He said that it did provide for 
keeping ashes and other garbage 

separate. 

"The M. O. H. should instruct 
the collectors to keep their ashes 
and wet garbage separate," said 
Dr. Boyd. 

"Advertise and ask the people 
to co-operate," said Mr. Bowser. 

It would be necessary for the 
collectors to divide their wagons. 
Dr, Boyd stated.

Editor, The Era: The papers 
are full of complaints from the 
pulpits and from the councils 
showing dissatisfaction in regard 
to the policing of the municipal- 
ities of Ontario. 

The attorney-general's depart- 
ment of provincial policing has 
no jurisdiction over the county 
police and the county police 
have no jurisdiction over the 
municipal township police, who 
are appointed in many cases 
through favoritism, regardless of 
whether they are qualified or 
not to be succssful policemen. 
Therefore they are allowed to 
rtm loose, abuse the taxpayers, 
and do what they like without 
interference or supervision, from 
the council or the provincial 
police. Being appointed on that 
basis they are not responsible to 
provincial or county police and 
U is just n case of all round 
"passing the buck." 

What a system. How long is 
this slate of affairs going to 
continue in Ontario? Is there 
not an overlapping in municipal 
policing? For example, take the 
rase of the township of North 
(iwillimbury. We pay $16,000 for 
police, hospitalization, etc. County 
police are stationed (it Sutton on 
call to the township and all 
Important cases receive their 
attention, but they have no con- 
trol or say with our local police, 
whatsoever. Why should it be 
necessary to appoint n local 
policeman under such circum- 
stances? Why not pay the salary 
of the local police to the county 
or province so that there could 
be an up-to-date police system, 
under their jurisdiction. Under 
the present system it is a waste 

of the taxpayers' money and for 

nil the benefit the townhlp Rains 
from the local police the money 
may ns well be thrown in the 
lake.

in:r birds during the severe 
Weather of the winter months, a- 
existed In that large area lying 
north of the height of land. 

Kxoorlmcntnl data gathered dur- 
ing the last 20 years had proved 
that the climatic conditions as 
they existed In this particular part 
of the province presented no in- 
siii monntablc difficulty or barrier 
to the obtaining of high and ptof- 
Jtable egg production even during 
the coldest of weather so long ns 
the birds were selected from high 
producing strains; were piovided 
With well-constructed, though not 
necessarily expensive houses, which 
were properly operated as to sani- 
tation, ventilation, etc., and were 
judiciously foil \yilh good quality 
farm grains, most of which could 
be successfully produced In the 
north. 

It was, of course, necessary to 
Include in the ration certain sup- 
plementary feeds such as animal 
protein, mineral matter, green 
feed and cod liver oil. 

As proof of Hie above observa- 
tion Mr. Knights cited some of the 
remarkable recoids which had 
been established by the ftf.ck of 
Uarred Plymouth Rocks kept on 
the farm nt Kopuskaslng. For 
QXamnfo, It had been the practice 
to pielt out the best 80 birds on 
the plnnt each spring for pedi- 
gree mating. 

The average production of these 
fiO selected hiid» during their put- 
lei year had been'ns high as 211 
eggs each: several % birds had 
reached a iccord of 300 eggs or 
over and one outstanding bird, 
namely, Old K. 53. had actually 
laid OGI eggs during her lifetime. 
This latter bird's production was, 
by years, as follows: pullet year, 
312; second year, 200; third year, 
108; fourth year, 150. and fifth

«-X*en as enny as December this 
present winter the average pro- 
duction of the entire flock of pul- 
lets had reached 75 per cent and a 
year ago this week they wcro lay- 
ing over 70 per cent. 

During tin; five lectures at 
Matheson, Mr. Knights discussed 
In dotal] the various features of 
the poultry Industry, such ns 
housing, incubation, rearing, feed- 
ing, general care and management, 
crate fattening, marketing, etc., 
und In addition presented the re- 
sults which had been obtained 
from numerous experiments con- 
ducted nt Knpuskasing, These in- 
cluded cost of operating Incuba- 
tors nnd brooder stoves, cast of 
rearing chicks, cost of egg produc- 
tion, the value of lights versus no 
lights, sklnvmllk versus meat 
scraps, sprouted oals versus clover 
leaves, snow versus water, home- 
grown rations versus commercial 
rations and the advantages of 
crnto fattening. 

The lectures were supplemented 
by tho showing of a set of CO 
slides prepared by the publicity 
and extension division of the 
dominion department of agricul- 
ture, at Ottawa.
